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FARMERS CHEERED 


BY RECENT RAINS 


Commissioner Conner Re- 
ports Plenty of Moisture 
for Seed Germination—No 
Room for Pessimism. 


Rain in the greater portion of the 
state during the last week has given 
an entirely new turn to the outlook 
for cotton, oats and corn, .and_ farm- 
ers generally are in much better 
spirits than they were. during the 
continuance of the dry weather. True, 
there are a few. dry spots still. re- 
maining, according to reports which 
reached the state department of agri- 
culture yesterday, particularly in 
southwest Georgia, Lee, Webster and 
Sumter counties, but seasonable show- 
ers have fallen in most localities and 
the prospect is largely improved. 

If weather conditions continue fav- 
orable. there is every reasonable ex- 
yectation that a good average crop 
of cotton will te produced this year, 
which, in the opinion of Commissioner 
of Agriculture Conner, is more to be 
desired than the production of a 
bumper crop, tending to depress the 
price. 

In regard to the effect of the recent 
rains, the followdng statement was 
prepared for The Constitution hy 
Commissioner Conner yesterday: 

“The recent rains seem to have been 
general in the. northern section of 
the state. Indeed all the. moisture 
for seed germination that is needed Is 
now abundant in the section above 
named. 

“The only danger to crop conditions 
now and for the next month where 
ithe soil {s in a moist condition {fs too 
much rainfall. Indeed, crop  condi- 
tions in the northern part of tke state 
would be promoted by no rainfall .at 
all for the next thirty days. 

“My information today is that sec- 
tions in south Georgia have not up to 
this morning had rain, but it was 
stated that it was cloudy and con- 
ditions for rain promising. So it is 
hoped that the dry sections of south 
Georgia will get rain today. 

“IT anticipate plenty of rain all over 
the state to bring up stands of crops, 
and, while it a little late in the 
season for a full start of the crop, 
still, there is nothing to be pessimistic 
about. True, it is difficult to make a 
bumper crop of cotton with a late. 
start, but a bumper crop of cotton is 
not needed. Indeed, an average crop 
is decidedlv better than a bumper 
crop, and with ideal conditions from 
now on we can make an average crop 
ease. 

“Then the oat crop is larger and 
better throughout the state than ever 
The corn acreage is larger 
than ever and very promising. There 
is nothing in the outlook to be dis- 
couraged about.” 

Not only are the farmers much more 
cheerful than they were ten days ago, 
particularly in the large sections of 
middle and south Georgia, where com- 
plaints of a poor stand were loud and 
numerous, but the depression of busi- 
ness generally, which was due to the 
prevalence of dry weather more than 
anything else, has been greatly re- 
lieved, and a much more wholesome 
atmosphere is prevailing. Both farm- 
ers and business men are buckling 
down to hard work with a view to 
making the current year the most 
prosperous on .the whole in Georgia 
history.

New News of Yesterday 


Hew Federal Credit Was Strengthened 
During the Civil War. 


By E. J. Edwards. 
(Copyright, 1913, for The Constitution.) 
In the spring of 1864 a pamphlet was 


published bearing the title of “Our Burden — 


and Our Strength.” The publication became 
really a national sensation. Hundreds of 
thousands of copies were printed, and over 
300,000 were sent to Great Britain and the 
continent of Europe. In this country men 
who thought themselves well informed about 
our natural resources discovered after read- 
ing this pamphlet that they really knew 
little about the magnitude and the almost 
inexhaustible nature of the resources of the 
northern and the western states and terri- 
tories. The effect of this pamphlet upon 
Europe was’ immedi- 
ately felt by the rep- 
resentatives of the gov- 
ernment who had been 
commissioned to offer 
government bonds for 
sale abroad. Further- 
more, one effect of the 
pamphlet was greatly 
to depreciate the credit 
of the bonds’ which 
were offered for sale in 
Europe by the Confed- 
erate government. 

The author of this 
pamphlet was David 
A. Wells. Its publica- 
tion gave him both a ae 
national and an inter- sci 
national reputation. He E. J. Edwards. 
became one of the leading economic authori- 
ties of the United States and was for a time 
associated officially with the treasury de- 
partment at Washington. Afterward Mr. 
Wells was called into consultation profes- 
sionally by many of the important corporate 
and railroad interests of the United States. 

It was my good fortune to becOme ac- 
quainted with Mr. Wells in 1873. I had many 
conversations with him. Sometimes he seem- 
ed absent-minded and I soon learned that 
this betokened intense concentration of his 
mind on some important matter. At other 
times he was very communicative. I took 
advantage of a time when Mr. Wells seemed 
disposed to chat freely to ask him how he 
camé to write the pamphlet entitled “Our 
Burden and Our Strength.” 

“Why,” he replied, “that was almost ac- 
cidental. The writing of it can be directly 
traced to my business association with Mr. 
George Putnam, the publisher, of New York 
city. When I was a young man I was for a 
time in business relations with Mr. Put- 
nam. He was a very bro0ad-minded and 
sagacious man. 

“Mr. Putnam was informed that a repre- 
sentative of the Confederate government 
who was living Holland had written a 
pamphlet for the purpose of showing tbat 
the Confederate cotton bonds were as zood 
as gold, since behind every bond was the 
equivalent amount of cotton. The pamphlet, 
by implication, intimated that in this re- 
spect the Confederate government was very 
much stronger than the federal government. 

“Mr. Putnam was greatly concerned when 
he read this pamphlet. Almost instantly his 
mind-turned to me. He'’knew that I had 
made a special study of economic questions 
and of some of the natural resources of the 
northern and western states and territories. 
He remembered that I had told him that the 
natural resources of the north were sufficient 
to support an army of a million men for ten 
years and without greatly strainine the 
credit of the nation and these resources. 

“Mr. Putnam, therefore, suggested to me 
that I write a pamphlet setting forth in de- 
tail what the natural and many of the un- 
developed resources’ of the north were, so 
that in this way I could show that the gov- 
ernment of the United States could rely with 
confidence upon its unexampled resources 
for the maintenance of an army of at least 
a million men a year. 

“T acted at once upon the suggestion. The 
work did not require a great deal of labor. 
I had most of the material ready at hand. 

“T have been told that when Disraell, 
who, with the exception of John Bryce, was 
the only prominent statesman who predicted 
ultimate victory for the north, read this 
pamphlet, he said that it was for the reason 
set forth in the pamphlet that he was con- 
fident that- the union armies would ulti- 
mately be triumphant.”

One of the most curious structures in 
the world is the Leaning Tower of Pisa.

An investi- 
gation that was started shortly after the 
fall of the famous Campanile of Venice’ in 
1902 has revealed several interesting facts 
regarding this structure, but even the men 
who performed the task were not able to 
fathom the mystery of the great incline of 
this Tower.

tors found that the real foundation simply 
consists of a ring of masonry exactly cor- 
responding in girth to the huge cylindrical 
mass it bears. In fact, the diameter of the 
inner ring of foundation is precisely that 
of the inside the Tower. 

This discovery, with the further aston- 
ishing fact that the foundations are merely 
three meters beneath the surface, would ap- 
pear to constitute almost incontrovertible 
proof that the Leaning Tower of Pisa was 
originally built perpendicularly, and that 
its leaning propensities, which are becom- 
ing more and more accentuated, are due 
to other causes than the intention of its 
constructors. 

Its lean has been gradual, though mark- 
ed, within the past hundred years. Two 
English architects who examined the Tower 
in 1817 noted that it was 12 feet 7 inches 
out of the vertical line, but since that time 
it has increased more than one foot, be- 
ing at present 13 feet

Another English writer, who visited the 
Tower about the middle of the last century, 
wrote as follows: “I am as much satisfied 
that this Tower was built in its present 
form as with any arguments I have read to 
the contrary.” 

He then refers to the statement of 
Messrs. Creasy and Taylor, which was pub- 
lished in 1829: ‘They have shown, to their 
minds, in a very satisfactory way, no doubt, 
that the Tower of Pisa was not built in 
a leaning fsition, as the scaffold holes in- 
cline just as the Tower does, and also that 
the settlement must have begun to show 
itself before the completion, from the at- 
tempts that were made to rectify it by. 
increasing the height of the columns. and 
cornices on the lower side in order to throw 
the upper part of the building in the oppo- 
site direction. I observe the same artifice 
in the tower at Bologna.” 

The base of the tower has always been 
immersed in water, which i8 one reason for 
its unsteadiness, and it has, no doubt, been 
affected at various times by seismic move- 
ments. It is stated that Galileo, who swung 
his pendulum from the overhanging south 
cornice in 1615, in his experiments to con- 
firm the laws of gravitation, found nine 
years later that Ais pendulum reached fur- 
ther from the base by several inches, but 
in the meantime there had occurred the 
earthquake of 1620. It is also stated that 
after the earthquakes of 1834 and 1859 the 
tower showed a very perceptible increased 
inclination. 

When the Tower of 
1174, one historian tells 
of the architects, Bonnanus, of Pisa, and 
William, of Innsbruck, the structure was 
intended to stand The third story, 
however, had scarcely been reached whenh 
it was found to incline towards the south. 
Work was stopped and for nearly a century 
it remained as it was. The five additional 
stories, completed in 1350, show a slight in- 
clination of structure in the northerly direc- 
tion, and this, added to the fact that the 
two heaviest bells of the seven in the tower 
are hung in the northern y= shows the 
attempts that were made in The fourteenth 
century to maintain the equilibrium of the 
tower, if not its permanent stability. These 
bells wetzh. 12,900 pounds, and are named 
the Assumption and the Crucified Christ. 

There are good arguments that would 
appear to sustain both sides in this con- 
troversy, and the only fact upon which re- 
cent investigators have based their belief 
is that the ‘tower was built crooked unin- 
tentionally, as its meager f*undation would 
learned Frenchman of the six- 
teenth century suggested, and apparently 
with seriousness, that the architect was a 
hunchback and made the tower crooked to 
resemble himself.

Most cities are like each other, varying 
only in the luxury of their new hotels ani 
the size of their census figures and union 
depots. But Galveston made itself and there 
is no duplicate. 

Galveston has 37,000 people. It used to 
have 38,000, but on September 8, 1900, the 
Gulf of Mexico rose up over it and drowned 
6,000 of its people. The next morning Gal- 
veston was a soggy wreck and the nation 
began collecting enough money to bring the 
survivors to some safe place and let them 
start a new city. 

The Galveston folks who were left were 
all Texas people and instead of being dis- 
couraged. they got mad. Galveston lies on 
a long narrow Island shaped like a hat pin 
and about as slender. It was so low that 
when there. was an unusually high tide, the 
sea wandered down the main street and 
called for mail at the postoffice. Galveston 
built a sea wall 17 feet high and 17,500 feet 
long. Then she raised herself up to the top 
of the sea wall, twiddled her fingers at the 
gulf and dared it to come again. How are 
you going to discourage a town like that? 

Galveston is little but mighty important. 
The ships of the carth sneak in behind Peli- 
can island on which Galveston stands and 
load cotton. It takes fifty steamship lines 
to carry away Galveston’s cotton. The city 
is visited by more tramps than any other 
city in the world, but it doesn’t mind it. Its 
tramps are tramp steamships and they’ make 
her bigger than those of 
any American city except New York. 


tonnage figures 


Galveston has had quantities of history. 
It has under six flags—Spanish, La- 
Fitte’s black flag, Mexican, Texan, United 
States and Confederate—and has dipped into 
four or five wars a little ways. Its citizens 
have grown rich and when they die théy 
leave high schools, hospitats, libraries, war 
monuments and drinking fountains to the 
town. It has the finest-beach in the country 
and.the climate is so even that the mer- 
chants sell thermometers with the tempera- 
ture painted on the glass and the citizens 
don’t know the difference. 

Galveston’s six bridges to the main land 
were blown away in the great storm, s0 
she built an isthmus instead. She has 13 
square miles, but better than that, she has 
several square commissioners who’ govern 
the city on the commission plan and save 
$100,000 a year with which to pay interest 
on the sea wall bonds. 

Galveston is little, but she has demon- 
strated to the world that she can’t be lost 
even when the whole ocean jumps on her.

Washington, May  23,—Representa- 
tive Sisson, of Mississippi, 
announced Japanese speech today in 
the house. President Wilson, after 
Mr. Sisson recefftly .made a “war 
called the Mississippian to 
white house and asked him not tw 
make another speech that mignt com- 
plicate diplomatic negotiations with 
Japan Or inflame the public mind. Mr. 
Sisson today disclaimed any intention 
cf making a “war speech,” but attack- 
e:' the position that the treaty-mak- 
power superseded the law-mak- 
ing powers of the sovereign states. 

Mr. Sisson declared he took his po- 
sition not “because, the Japanese were 
involved,” that he would take it to- 

England, France, Germany 01 
other nation and that it only re- 
“patience and cool heads for 
an amica- 
fair and just settlement of all 
differences.” 

Foreign Dictation. 

“If any nation,” he _ said, 
that they will dictate to 
then we 
worthy of national existence if we 
submitted to euch dictation. Does 
anyone claim that this is a declaration 
of war because I announce this truth? 

“It ts mo declaration of war for the 
United States government to decline to 
override the rights of a sovereign 
state at the dictation of a foreign 
power. If the United States govern- 
ment should deliver a state over to the 
mercies of a flood of aliens from any 
nation, then I maintain that the fed- 
eral government woutd have prosti- 
tuted its authority. Is the mere an- 
nouncement of this prfnciple a decla- 
ration of war? 

“Nothing has been further from mv 
mind than to embarrass or to tend 
to render more difficult the peaceful 
solution of whatever differences, real 
or imaginary, may exist between the 
friendly government of Japan and our 
own goverment.” 

Mr. Sisson pleaded for the open door 

treaty sessions of the senate. 
“If the president and senate ean 
make such a treaty, let us tear down 
every door of secrecy. Let us require 
the president to publish every letter 
and telegram bearing upon ae con- 
templated treaty on the very moment 
its despatch. Let the cloture of 
the senate be removed. Thow open 
the doors.” 

Mr. Sisson made a lengthy argu- 
ment purporting to show the possi- 
bility of corporation control of land 
which would be maae possible by al- 
lewing the importation of “cheap alien 
labor.”

Cheap Alien Labor. 

“Many of these large employers of 
labor,” he said, ‘‘would be delighted to 
have the federal government, through 
its treaty-making power, let down the 
bars and let the alien come in. What 
would become of the Anierican farmer 
if the great corporations of the coun- 
try should buy al] the best lands and 
cultivate them with Mongolian, Chi- 
nese, Hindu, Japanese and other cheap 
alien labor? 

“In California individuals, and cor- 
porations owning great tracts of land 
are cultivating them with Hindustani, 
Chinese, Mexicans and Japanese. It 
is this class of land owners and land 
monopolists who are opposed to all 
restrictions upon labor’ importation 
into this country. 

“The rich and the 
purchase labor will have their for- 
tunes vastly increased by having all 
barriers to cheap labor broken dow'n. 
They know that the quickest and sur- 
est route is through the treaty-mak- 
ing power because thcy only deal first 
one man, the president, and one 
body, two-thirds of the senate. 

“Tl don’t want this government to 
be destroyed through the treaty-mak- 
ing power.” 

Mr. Sisson concluded: 

“So, gentlemen of ihe house, I have 
taken, this position, not because the 
Japanese are involved in this contro- 
versy, but I would take this position 
if England, Germany, France or any 
cther nation on earth were involved.’
